Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the phor art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 10,15,20-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Ten Kate. 

Ten discloses a data expansion apparatus (fig. lb) for expanding a data 
compressed information signal comprising: a receiver fig lb); an input means for 
receiving the data compressed composite information signal (TRMM, 40); a data 
expansion means for data expanding the data compressed information signal 
(41 ,48,49,50) a retrieval means (51 ,52) for retrieving a replica of the first and second 
information and output means (51 ,52) for supplying the replica of the at least first and 
second information signals (R', L'); the data expansion means has a control input for 
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receiving a control signal(42, 1 02,45,1 20).(see fig. lb col. 9, lines 36-46, col. 11, lines 
23-26 and col. 1 1 lines 35-65). 

Kate differs from the claimed invention in that the expanded information signal 
are first retrieve (split) then compressed individually with a plurality of expanders 
(48,49). However, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to use one expander (as opposed to plurality) to expand 
the composite information, since there is no new or unexpected result by doing so. 
Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-9,11-14,16-19,22-25 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 5/4/09 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues that Kate does not disclose or suggest "data expansion 
means being adapted to expand the data compressed composite information signal as 
recited in claims 10 and 20. Examiner agrees with applicant that the data expanded by 
Kate are not compressed composite signal but compressed individual signal . However, 
expanding "compressed composite signal" or "compressed individual signal" does not 
show any new or unexpected result.
